Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 4-9 and 12-19 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. 
See MPEP § 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the merits. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The terms "Littrow system", "Ebert's array" and "array according to Fastie" are not explained in 
the specification. That is, what constitutes a "Littrow system", an "Ebert's array" or a "Fastie" 
array is unknown. 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-3, 10, and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 mentions a low-pass filter as provided in a purely electronic form in the form of a cross 
correlator. It is unclear whether the low-pass filter and the cross correlator are one and the same 
component, or are separate components. If they are separate components, it is also unclear how 
they are related to each other. Further, it is unclear how performance is monitored. 
In Claim 2, "the multiple passage" lacks proper antecedent basis. 
Claim 2 mentions a Littrow system, Ebert's array, and an array according to Fastie. The 
definitions to these terms are unclear, and the claim is improperly written; the claims should not 
reference the inventions of others. It is also unclear how the grating relates to the components 
from Claim 1 . Thus, since the scope of the claim is unclear, Claim 2 has not been treated on its 
merits. 

Claim 3 teaches a grating provided for avoiding polarization-dependent reflections. It is unclear 
whether this grating is the same grating as the grating in Claim 2, or a separate grating. It is 
further unclear what is orthogonally incident on the grating. 

In Claim 10, it is unclear in its given context how two optical signals and an opto-electronic 
component are functionally related to the system of Claim 1. 

In Claim 1 1 as dependent from Claim 1, "said non-linear opto-electronic component" lacks 
proper antecedent basis. 
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5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 122(b) 
only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 21(2)(a) of such 
treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a). 

6. Claims 1, 3, 10, and 1 1, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
unpatentable by Phillips et al. US Patent No. 5,835,199. 

Regarding Claim 1, Phillips et al. teach (see Fig. 1) a multi-wavelength system (see Col. 
24, lines 49-50) comprising a filter (220) provided in the form of a cross correlator (see abstract 
and Col. 36, lines 18-22). 

Regarding Claim 3, Phillips et al. teach (see Fig. 3) a grating (49) provided for avoiding 
polarization-dependent reflections (see Col. 27, lines 39-46). 

Regarding Claims 10 and 11, Phillips et al. teach (see Fig. 1) a non-linear opto-electronic 
component (102) as a photodiode (see Col. 7, lines 39-42) for generating a working signal.
